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i. Blide Ho. 2 Celje: Duke's townhouse A 


This town is very old, certainly of medieval origin if not older, and 
wee the home town of the Grafs of Celje. ‘This picture shows the Grafs‘ 
town reaidence. It ig now lived in by town people. Looking in the 
Girection of the picture (but not in this picture) but a bit to the 
wight and up is to be seen the ruins of the castle of the Grafs. It 
is situated on a bill about 300-400 feet high (say a mileamy), very 
ateep ~ but negotiable by anyone with the will to do it. In the town 
iteeif the remains of the Grafs of Celje are preserved. The remains 
ere ten skulls and are to be seen in a church approximately to the 
deft of where this pitture was taken and on the next street parallel 

| ce one shown. It is the street that terminates ut the railway

Sf one walks backward from the place where thie picture was taken and 
beara to the right, he should pass on hia lef a military school or 
barracks. We expreseed some interest here by making motions to look 
in the courtyard. The guard promptly closed the courtyard doors. 


From the site of the picture if one goes to the right at 90° he will 
some upon the Sovinje River in a few minutes. In July it was a 
Shallow river but clear. People were bathing in it, but no real 
swimming could be done--too shallow. Across the river is a fine park-- 
grass, trees, benches--about 600 feet long and about 100 feet wide 
slong the river. On this elde beyond the park, the terrain goes up 
Yather steeply and situated on this side of the hill ie a recreational 
center. (I believe it was for Party members and soldiers ~ can't be 
gure of thie.)
